18.— UalflM lie 
has met with mom delsy TJnited States 
Minlatei 'Willie hM now been in Hono- 
lulu 8 wenk, and it is rot improbable 
that he htvs cnrrieil into effect the in 
■tructionB he took with him and which 
have been lo well kept a secret on this 
Bide of the Pacifio. If he has done so, 
the steamer which left Honolnln Sat- 
urday will bring the news of ^e oonse- 
qnent events and will reach an outlet 
to the rest of the world with it on next 
Saturday. 

Whatever rfcourso tlie administra- 
tion may havi' determined upon to se' 
cure the restoration of (^ueen Liliuok- 
Hlani. it is very evident that Secretary 
Urettham does not expect that extreme 
uieasorea Will have to be resorted to, 
The conrse proposed to be pursnec. 
■eema to be to reqoest the proeent gov- 
ernment in the nam* of the Umted 
States to give way quietly to tha i 
storation of the qneen. 

TUia Hawaiians in this city are very 
firm in their conviction that the gr<v 
ernment will refuse to yield to any 
•nch gentle persuasion as that. TL -y 
assert their earnest belief that it will 
require at least a show of force to in 
duce them to resign the reigas of an 
thority. But this opinion is not nnan 
imous among those familiar with af- 
fairs in the islands. It is pointed out 
how long and how severe a strain there 
has been on the members of the pro- 
visional government in the nacertouity 
that has oeset their position. 

The manner and purpoee of their 
creation, it is pointed out, shows how 
dependent they feel upon the Uaited 
States. The absolute disapproval of 
them bv this government will be an- 
nonnceil to them by Minister Willis 
Whatever outcry of public sentiment 
there is here in sympathy with them 
and against their deposition they will 
bo absolutely cut oflE from. All they 
have in vitally dependent upon good 
order and nuiantenance of law in the 
oonntry. 

Any sort of Hssurance from Minister 
Willis that the moral influence of the 
United States government would be ex- 
erted to maintain a stable government 
by the queen and to restrain it from 
such vagaries and excesses as tliat of 
the constitution she sought to have 
adopted in January last, might tempt 
the members of the provisional govern 
meat to step aside and trust to tiie 
United States to preserve their inter 
eets in its own way. This is what 
President Cleveland and Se( re'tary 
Oresham hope for. though what assur- 
ances they nave authorized the minis- 
ter to giy9 ai to the future influence by 
this government in the island* la not 
known.

San FuANcisco, Nov. Ii5. — Hawaiian 
Consol Wilder was disagreeably Bur- 
pristd whei< he presented a draft drawn 
OB the provisional government at a bank 
and the bank refused to honur it. It 
waa explained to him by the bank of- 
ficials that they did not know what 
might bapi>en to Honolulu when the 
contents of Secretary Qresham's letter 
became known there and they did not 
care to take any risks. Heretofore 
the drafts on the provisional govern- 
ment have been poid without ciueation. 

It is also statea that merchants here 
are nneaty about the situation, and 
that they are making no shijinients ot 
freight to Honolulu on tin; Monowui 
which leaves here next Thursday. They 
wa waiting to see what is going to hap- 
pen. 

Denveb. Nov. F. M. F-nglish, 

ex-secretary to Queen Liliuokahini, 
who, since "that lady was deiiosed. has 
been living in Denver, is exceedingly 
jubilant over the i'Of>iti<m taken by S>c- 
retary Oresham. Ho insists that the 
restoration of the queeu wurdd lie jus 
tice done at last to a much abused 
sovereign. Mr. English says jjiat the

Bardstown, Ky., Nov. 18.— Not 
withstatiding the fact that Phil Kvaiis 
has been found guilty of uHsault and 
bis punishment fixed at death, the mob 
that haa bean assembled at thia place 
for tha paat faw days is not siatlaflad, 
and another outrage has baan oommit* 
ted. V 

Phil ETana* homa was bvnad to the 
gronnd aad his family aitbar perished 
therein or wars run away by an in- 
fnrlatad crowd. Who oommittad tha 
act is unknown. All thai ramaias to 
tell the tale waa a part of s oUmney 
and a few bomad logs whara tha hooaB 
■to6d. Bd flaU'B Iwosa, tha f athar of 
Evans' viotitti, which is only a abort 
distanoa from whara BTaBa* hoose 
stood, was being fcnatdtH through fear 
the negroes womdattaok him and his 
helpless ohlldran. AU ia azoitamant 
indtheraiaBoleUiag what bmj yat 
j)ccar. 

During the night two load blaats, 
sounding like an aznlosioB of dynamite, 
were heard, followed bt about 40 shots 
in rapid anoeession, and the good people 
there are at loss to know wno among 
them could perpetrate such a deeo^ 
None of Evans' familv, which consisted 
}f his old mothMT. wife and little girl, 
:an be found or heard of anywhere. 
Several theoriea are advanced, as fol- 
lows: Either an angered mob waa 
there and blew up their home with 
dynamite, killing all within, or drove 
them off and then destroyed the house. 
The authorities will make a thorough 
investigation, when it is hoped the 
truth will be ascertained. 

In the meantime ev^rv ruml and 
every house in the quiet little pl«ce of 
Samuels. Depot is being guarded by 
men armed with shotguns, who fear 
the negroes may rise up against them, 
thinking thcv had belped in the 
trouble. FLii Evans now lien confined 
in jail, not knowing the fate of hi^ old 
mother, who has stuck to him through 
all his trouble. The excitement has 
spread ta this dty and is the sole topic 
of conversation on the streets and at 
the hotels. 



RAPID TRANSPORTATION OF MAILP. 

Annuiil Ile|>i>rt of tli« Cifiiciwil Niiiii-rlii- 
tendfiit of the IlaiUvny SitvUm-. 

Washington, Nov. 13.— General Su- 
perintendent Jamea E. White of tha 
railway mail servioe has made his an- 
nual report to the postmaster general. 
Upon this branch of the service de- 
ponds the rapid transportation of mails. 

At the close of the fiscal year mails 
were being carried on 106,U&2 miles 
«f railroadB, for which 8,05tt cars were 
used, with 6,417 railway clerks. 

There were handled during the year 
10,286,814,9iS pieces of mail matter. 
This is an inoraasa over 1888 of 49.08 
per cent, whUa tha increase in the nnm< 
ber of darks is but 18.86 per cent. 

For clerks' salaries the next year, 
$7,180,000 is asktvl and an appropriation 
of $3,094,000 for postal cars is recom- 
mended. 

The superintendent says the stagna- 
ti(y of business haa toaaffaotof de- 
creasing the mails. 

He refers to the number of railroad 
accidents during the past year, and 
urges that some provision be made for 
the familiea of the postal clerks who 
are killed. 

He also renews previous recommend- 
ations that the salariea of the clerks be 
increased: also, that there be a force of 
auxiliary clerks of 150 to be paid sal- 
ariet of |250 year in addition to what 
they may be aUa to aara as snbstitntM. 
He also wanta tha mailoara aad tendera 
of engines veatibnled for the safety of 
employes. 

A special feature of the report is the 
recommendation of a bill making it a 
misdemeanor for an individual, associ- 
ation or orgaaiaation to interfere with 
ihe passMie of any train carrying the 
mails, and providing that any persons 
or representative, or representatives of 
an association or organization obstruct- 
ing the maila shall be fined ^d im- 
prisoned for each offense.

Matamorab, Mex., Nov. 18.— A great 

sensatiiin ban been created hero by the 
elegraphic amii>uncenient from the 
City of Mexico that ( icnernl Jiiiiii (i, 
'ortina, one ot tlio greato.st revoliitiim- 
ary leaders ot Mexico, lias luien ar 
rested and imprisoned in the San Juan 
DeuUo pri.son by order of ['resident 
Diaz for attempting to incite another 
revolutionary upriaiag against tha gov 
eminent. 

The city of Matanioras i^ (ieiiera 
Cortina's old home and Htanii)ing 
ground. Twenty-five years ago, he 
was the most desjierate and greatly 
feared man in Mexico, lie niUd the 
Kioiirautle border country from Laredo 
to tile mnulh of the river, and wuh in 
the rovoliuionary hiiHinesH ,is n meiiiis 

of gainiiifi a livi hh I. His intlnt'iico 

was so great that he could inaugurate 
u powerful revolutionary movement 
against the Mexican government by a 
single prormnciaiJiento with his signa- 
ture attached. His exploits during the 
civil war cau!»ed the United States gov- 
ernment to lose many thousands of 
diillai'H. 

When i^rosident Diaz's revolution 
ended iu success, Cieneral Cortina was 
summoned to the City of Mexico, 
where he has been kept in constant sur- 
veillance by President Diaz ever since 
to jirevent him from inciting further 
revolutions. He made his home in the 
capital, where he was furnished with a 
ijension sufficient to live in good style, 
but his every movement has been close- 
ly watched by President Diaz's agents 
for tha past 15 or 20 years.

0»citr Kvelir, tli* Tlircc f'oninxlpi of the 
Kseeuted An*retaUU, Who Were Ke- 
eeiHilr PaMlMe« Vmm Mm llMnels Pea- 
itentierjr Were Present and Twe Them 
Addreaaed the Oatherins. 

CAlOAO^, Nov. 18.— Services la com- 
memoration of the anniversary of the 
death of the five anarchists. Spies, Par 
fon'i, Lingg, Fischer and Engel, were 
held yesterday at the monument erect- 
ed to their memory in Walheim ceme 
tery. In spite of a leaden sky, from 
which a cold rain fell steady through 
out the day the services at the graves 
were attended by nearly 2,600 persons 
The occaaioa waa made notable by 
the fact that Samuel Fielden, Michael 
Schwab and Oscar Neebe, tha comrades 
of the executed anarchiata who were 
sentenced to Joliet but pardoned out 
recently by Governor Altgeld, were 
present at the grave, two of them, 
Fielden and Schwab, being the oratom 
of the day. When Fielden, Neebe and 
Schwab were pardoned it was said to 
be a condition of their release that they 
should make no more anarchistic 
.speeches, but they made them jraater- 
dav nevertheless. 

The ceremonies at the cemetery were 
ureceded by a procession which marched 
through some of the downtown streets. 
Vo red flags were carried, but each or- 
ganisation partidpating in the parade 
carried a fioral emblem adorned pro- 
f uuelv i*ith red ribbon, upon theatream- 
ers of which were tha usual anarchistic 
inscriptions in Oermao. 

Immediately followlhg the band at 
the head of the procession and just in 
front of tha Women's LaSalle society 
were six little girls dressed in red and 
black. One of them carried a large 
black shield bordered with red, upon 
which waa the following inscription in 
^ilver letters: "November 11— Tjrran- 
ny— No OKjd, No Lord, No Slave." 

£!ach of the Avt other girls wore a 
red dress and h n*.(iu black sash, upon 
which wiWi inscribed, in stiver letters, 
the name of one of the five anarchists 
whose bodies lie under the monument 
at Waldheim. 
The service began by the rendition of 
Annie Laurie,^' the favorite song of 
Parsons, and then Schwab came for- 
ward to deliver his addreea. The earlier 
portion af hia talk was taken up by an 
account of the last night in jail prior to 
the exeeutioB of the anarchists. Ho 
said it waa tha moat wratohsd night of 
his life. 

The speaker then reviewed shortly 

the situation of affairs and the causes 
which led up to the Haymarket massa- 
cre. He spoke of the workings of the 
International Arbeiter Bund and of the 
preparations made by capitalists 
against threatened outbreaks of thia 
organization. He said: *-It was this 
preparation bv the capitaliBtic class 
which led to the shooting upon inno- 
cent men. women and children and 
which caused our leaders to advise our 
followers to arm and defend them- 
selves. This advise was perhaps fool- 
ish and imprudent. It can not be 
called wise under the circumstances, 
for in the sphere of paymcal power, 
the capitalists are far superior to the 
workingiMrtii. They controlled driiled 
men, and had at their command the 
beet and most affective engines of de- 
struction." 

He continued to narrate the well 
known events which took place uii to 
and including the throwing of the tatal 
bomb, in regard to which ho said; "We 
defy the police to trace the thrower of the 
bomb to our ranks or to show that the 
man who threw it was a workingman. 
An investigation not conducted by the 
hireling:^ of capital WOUld put a differ- 
ent light upon the matter. One thing 
is certain the investigation which did 
take place was a perversion of jus- 
tice." 

In relation to the pardon of Gov- 
ernor Altgeld, the speaker said; "The 
action of Governor Altgeld brings to 
ns the hope that there are vet men of 
stern honesty of purpose, wno have the 
courage to stand for the truth, and 
that there i« a bricrht future lieforn ii« 
in which truth and right shall pravail 
He concluded his speech by earnest! v 
appealing to his audience to submit all 
questions of difforence Ixitween capital 
and labor to arbitration. It was the 
houe of the future, he said, to settle 
tiiesediffaranosapaaoaably by arbitra- 
tion. 

Fielden spoko next and said: "You 
have met together to commemorate the 
memory of the men who lie under 
yonder stone. Yon have rnet. hero to 
protest against the injustice of their 
taking off. It is indeed an injustice 
that yon should be forced to meet to- 
L'etlier to protest against this wrong. 
Not oftt n in the history of govern- 
ments has such a crime been don«>. 
i'he world knows that if theae men had 
liveil the intereets of the capitalistic 
clussis in keeping the workingman 
from his own, and in constant subjec- 
tion and misery, would have been jeop- 
ardized. Today, wo stand in the face 
of a society based not on equal rights 
of the :<eople but based on the rights 
of privilege, and the only thing that 
gives us courage is that here and there 
a man rises up like Governor Altgeld, 
who has the courage of his convic- 
tions. 

'•These men wore men of law and 
order. They believed in peace, and 
whatever their opinions of practical 
solution of these queetions the predom- 
inating thought in the mind of each 
was for peace. The future will give 
them justiosb The honaafe man oaa af- 
ford to wait, wa.wbo bsU^va these 



men died for a good cause can mourn 
for them sincerely. All over the world 
today the hearts of the poor and lowly 
turn to this spot Tears are in the 
eye and sorrow in the heart. I beseech 
of you that yon go to your homes and 
resolve to do your duty iu righting this 
wrong." 

After the singing of another song the 
assembly dispersad* vaturaiag to th* 

city at 6 o'clock.

Chicago, Nov. 18.— A serious panic 
was aarrowly averted last night during 
a fire which occurred in the Belden 
Avenue Baptist church. The structure 
is the largest of its denomination on 
the North Side and haa a seating 
cajiHcity of «00. It was about one- 
third occupied last night when the 
Rev. H. ■. Barl}our arose to deliver 
his sermon, the text of which was from 
from denesie, "Escape For Thy Life." 
He ha i sjiokon but a few words when 
A. A. ^Mullen, one of the congregation, 
stepped uii to the pulpit and whispered 
that the church was on fire and that 
it would be well to immadiataly dis- 
miss the congregation. 

Mr. Uarbour (luietly told hisaudiaBOa 
that circumstances had ariscB which 
Would coiiipt l hini to discontinue the 
services, an<l that it was his desire that 
everybody should leave tlif church 
quietly, but US rajiidly as possilde. "The 
congregation at once began to file out, 
and as sparks were beginning to fall 
from the roof suino i)e(jpl(< who under- 
Btuod the (lanj^er began to push and 
crowd at the (l.iors. 

"Keep your seats for a moment." 
shoutid Mr. H.irbour. "There is no 
danger, but don't, crowd the doors." 

This (juieted the rising panic, and al- 
though the e.^odus was finished with 
mile h more celerity an<l confusion than 
hail iiiarlced its comiiiencement, nobody 
was injure 1. The fire, which origi- 
nated from a gasjet. damaged the 
chnrch to the extent of .«i7,.")00. 

HONDUR AS AP0L 0QI2ED. 

TImS OoTemment Refrate Flrlag m the 

Mtnn and Strip«>e. 

WashinTt. IN. Nov. Ti.— Si-oretary 
(Jrcsliam luiM given out tli!.' fullDwing : 
"When authentic infuriii.-ition was rf- 
ceived at the department of the firing 
upon the American mail steamer Costa 
Rica at Amapala on the 0th inst. bo- 
cause of the refusal of the captain to 
deliver up Borilla, a passenger, General 
Young, the United States minister to 
Honduras, under instructions sent bv 
Secretary Uresham by direction of the 
pr« sideni, protested against the act and 
demanded an aj^ology. The government 
ot Honduras promptly disavowed the 
conduct of i s ofhccrs and exi)re8sed 
sincere regret for the occurrence." 

The apology on the part of the Hon- 
duras government is entirely satisfac- 
tory to the United States, and it is be- 
lieved that this will end the incident. 

A FATHER MURDERED. 



His Tnro Soni Arrrsted nntl One of Them

His son, Herman, 
aged hi, confessed to killing him with 
an ax, and was assisted by his brother, 
Otto, aged 17, in secreting his l>od v 
Both were arrested aad brought to this 
dty. 

The father had for some time past, it 
is asserted, been spending all his money 
for liquor and misusing his family. 
During a quarrel nearly four weeks 
o he abused Hermann until the boy, 
Id with rage, knocki>d nim down with .

New Yobk, Nov. 18.— Tha World 
prints a lattar received from P. CL 

Oglesby, who states that he is undergo- 
ing confinement in the royal priH(»n at 
Havana, where lie wnn jilaced w^ithout 
trial, and without the prospect of one 
for months to coiue. Tlie charge 
against him. he says, was "assaulting 
the military police. " Procaadiag Og- 
lesby says: 

"The simple faoti in the case are that 
on the evening of Oct 88, about 10 
o'clock. I was assaulted by two soldiers 
of the orden pnblic (military police) 
who bound my arms behind my back, 
ransacked my pockets, dragged me be- 
fore an officer and preferred a charga 
against me for assaulting them. 

"By some means the fact of my ar* 
rest had reached the American con- 
sulate, and about an hour after m^ ar- 
rival at the prison I was visited by a 
Spaniard who informed me that he was 
a clerk of the consul general. That 
functionary took down my statement, 
took my iiassports and bade ma good- 
by. 1 have never henrd from him sinca 
or from the consulate. 

"Meantime I am confined in a ward 
with '21 malefactors, whoso offenaea 
range all the way fr<i:n fraud to mur- 
der. For a bed there are soft granite 
flags. Twice daily the prisum r-. are 
fed— fed with food a well bred hog 
would decline with disdain. There are 
present any amount of vermin and 
filth to be expected under such circum- 
stances. 

"Perhaps if the press of America 
culls the attention of the state depart- 
ment to the outrage and the fact that 
similar outri ges are frequently com- 
mitted upon American citizens visiting 
Havana, there might be something 
done. There is now coiitined in the 
same w.ird with myself, a yomiLC Amer- 
ican naine<l Harry Howard, a native of 
Boston, wild has b(>en waiting trial for 
five moutlib. with no prospect of get- 
tin;,' one in the near future. The 
charge n .a.n^l liiiu is "agression de 
f uorzu armada." The fact is that he 
defended himaelf when attacked by 
four soldiers. 

"I am a native of Georgia, 2!? years 
of age. I am well known in Nashville, 
Birmingham, Chattanooga. Savannah 
and other ciMes of the south as a print 
er, proofreader, telegraph editor, edi- 
torial writer and all-round newspaper 
man. I came to Cuba fur the purpose 
of obtaining data for a work I have 
been engaged on for a year past, prose- 
cuting it snlfly on my own account."

It ia supposed that owing to 
hor weakened condition the drug proved 
fatiil. 

Mrs. Roosevelt was a prominent New 

York society wduian and before bar 
marriH;5<> was Miss Helen Astor. one of 
William Asior's ilaiwhters. Hor sister 
is Mrs. J. Coleman Drayton. After 
Mrs. l{(<o.sevelt'H marriage she confined 
her hiiue entertainments toa smi^l cir- 
cle o friends.

" Tlic « father bus been tine lor all 
kinds of farm work siiico the rain in mid- 
dle of Scpicndu'r. I'p to that time very 
litile ]ilowing lor w licat sowiiii;. but sincv 
then U'e fiirmciH li.ixc pn^lied tlieii work 
with fill I bcir to ire, and the ero|i has been 
put ill in line condition. The early wheat 
came up well, ami is growing finely, and 
will l)e in line londition to stand the 
winter. In some sections the area will 
not \»' w large iis last year, but the aver- 
age will not fall much sliort. It would 
seem that the very low price of wheat 
would rather discouraee the farmers fnini 
sowing a large crop this year; but a far- 
mer rotating his crop basso much ground 
that he wants to sow in wheat every year. 
The State of Kentucky is now recognised 
by Secretary Morton as one of the prin- 
cipal wheat-growing States. 

"The fall has been fine for dryina up 
corn; all the early corn was well dried 
before it was put In the shock, and is in 
fine condition for cribbing. The quality 
of the crop will not averag# with last 
year, as the crop of '92 would reach nearl v 
100 per cent in qaality. In many local- 
ities the late com has been very badly 
hurt by the frosts, which lowers the con- 
dition in both quality and quantity. As 
qoite a number of farmers are feeding 
tneir fall hogs on wheat, it will save very 
much of their com crop for winter nie 
for other kinds of stock. 

" The reports for tobacco are more var- 
ied than any other crop. They range 
from "JO to no iier cent. Reports from 
the counties of Ilenry, Owen and others 
arc that the tobacco is curing up badly, 
the color very dark; from some other 
sections they report unu^h of the crop 
cut green to save from frosts, and in 
manv other places it was can^dit by it. 
Slieiljy and Spencer report that tlieirlate 
tobacco is better tlian their early, caused 
liy late rains. I could name a number of 
counties that ri'port good crops, bnt all 
together the rejiorts are not llattering. 

".Vs to the number of hogs to be fed 
this fall, the indications are that the 
shortage will be aa great a.s that of last 
fall. It was thought that, with an 
abundant crop of corn, the shortage could 
be made good in twelve months, but 
such has not been the case. Too many 
brood sows were fattened and sold last 
fall, because of the high price, and it will 
not do to rely on silts to laiM as many 
pigs as old aows."^

IN OCEAN'S DEPTHS. 



6TRANQE CREATURES OF THE DEEP 
■ROUQHT TO UOHT. 



AnIniAl Uf* That Vmlla to Pleeea Whan th«

Tho new Hubiiiarine world now ex- 
plored and mapped oat preMntpavery 
difRnvnt ptetnre from that painted for 
Q« by the poets. Bat a short time has 
elapsed since the bottom of the ocean 
was supiHtaed to be the C(mnterj>art of 
the face of the earth abovo water — with 
•hiUs and TsUeys, with precipitoasmdUn 
tains lifting toward the surface and pro- 
ftmad gorges sinkinR to anfathomable 
depths. The ooeaa floor is far less di 
▼enifled than the land. 

Here and there, to bo sure, islands in 
midocean ore the summita of enormous 
mountains, rising more or h ss nliruptly 
from a generally level RurfHce, and tlie 
sea lying over a narrow, depressed re- 
gion in ^ northwestern Pacific reaches 
its greatest depth. Bnt this is excep- 
tional. In its general character tho 
ocean bottom consiHts of vast flat or 
slightly undulating pliiins. An extrnor 
dinary circumstance th.it has been no- 
ticed %rith interest and that always ere 
ates BOiprise when first learned is the 
•ntira albsenoe of foreign matter in the 
daaper part of the ocean's floor. 

Of all the vessels lost in midocean; of 
all tho human ln'iuLjs tlmt liav(^ been 
drowned; of all tho marine animals that 
have perished; of all tho clay, sand and 
gravel let fall by dissolving icebergs; of 
aU the varioas sabstanoea drifted from 
every shore by shifting cnrrents, not a 
trace remains, bat in their place water 
from 1,000 to 2,.'300 fathoms in depth 
covers the uniform deposit of thick, blu 
Uh, tenacious ulimo called globigerina 
ooie. A bit of this nnder a powerful 
lens is a revelation of beaatjrnot readily 
forgotten. The oose is composed almost 
entirely of the daintiest, most delicately 
beautiful shells ini:iginablc. 

At depths greater than 2,500 fathoms 
the bottom of tho sea consists mainly of 
products arising from exposure, for al- 
most incalculable periods, to the chem- 
ical action of sea water, of pomice and 
other volcanic matters. This finally ro- 
sult.s in tho formation of tho n d clay de- 
posits that are eonsidrred characteristic 
of tlio profouniles' depth-s of the ocean. 
Carbonate of limo, which in tho form of 
the shells of foraminifcra, makes up so 
UagB a part of the globigerina ooze, is 
here almost entirely absent. 

Sea water is ver;- ii'sirly a universal 
solvent, and before any shi'll, largi> or 
small, reaches tlie oottom of these tre- 
mendous abysms it is cbemicuUy eaten 
up, litwally dissolved— a result which 
tito enonnons pressure of the water must 
materially hasten. At 1,000 fathoms the 
weight of the w utt-r pre using on all aides 
of an object immersed to that depth is 
very nearly onr ton to the s(juare inch, 
or more than lUO times that Kustained at 
the sea level, and at the greatest depths 
the pressure is so increased thatit would 
seem nothing could withstand it. In 
fact, heav y metal cylinders let down ynUt 
the sounding apparatus are sometimes, 
being drawn up again to the surface, 
found bent and collapsed; strongly made 
glass vessels which tho metal eoolosed 
an* nhHlleirtMl into fragments. 

In the prof oundest abysms of 'the sea 
are strange forms of lifo that never, save 
when broughtup by tho trawl, see the up- 
per light. The Work carrie<l on by means 
of tln' United States commission ves- 
sel, tlie Albatross, has establislied the 
fact that forms of sea life inhabiting up- 
per waters may descend to about 1,200 
feet from the anrfaoe, bat that below 
this, to a depth of 800 or 860 fathoms, a 
barren zone intervenes whero marine 
life seems absent. Lut still deeper, 
strange to say, has Iteen discovered an 
abundant and varied fauna, new to sci- 
ence, living nnder conditions of tremen- 
dous pressure and paucity of the life 
sustaining element of oxygen that in- 
duced an cniiniiit zool(]L,'i.st to say quite 
recently, "Whiil we know of the great- 
est ocean dej)tliK t oi bids lis to exi)ei-t to 
find them inhabited by living organ- 
isms." Here indeed survive forms of 
life the like of which uo inhabitant of 
the upper world, not even the sun him- 
self, has looke(l upon before tho dredges 
of tho Challenger, tho Albatrosjs, the 
Blake and similarly equipped vessels 
dragged up murine creatures from cuu- 
genial cold anfd dark. 

It might reasonably be rapposed that 
these dexdsens of great sea depths would 
be built more firmly and strongly than 
BOrface animals to resist the iiressuro of 
the element in which they live, but it is 
just the contrary. The moB^ universal 
oburacteristic of these creatures is the 
looseness and flabbincss of tdxtu^s they 
exhibit. Indeed they soem to need the 
excessive pressure of tho water about 
them to keep their parts together, for 
when tliey aro brought to tho surface 
they aro ready to fall to pieces. It is a 
problem, so strangely are some of them 
formed, how they can move firom place 
to place. Were they not entirely below 
tho disturbing clement of wave action, 
they would, to all appearances, be heli>- 
less. 

Inhabiting these abyssmal spaces, as 
completely cut off from communication 
with the upper waters as we are from 
the inhabitants of otiier planets, we can 
only vaguely spocTilate on their habits 
and judKe their manners of life from 
their somewhut remote analogies to tho 
surface species nearest akin to them. 
Plant life is entirely absent from their 
tdaoe of abode, and although they doubt- 
leas prer vpon MM^ oib«r some original 
sources of food lojmly most uf coarse be 
conjeotared to.e>fii<M)omiopoUtaa. 



ATTKMP TFD LY NCHINQ. 

■Illtl* Called Out aa4 the Hok Vaitod M 

Get the Prisoner. 

Jacksonvili.Iu Flft., Nov. 18.— For 
nearly a week past n young man named 
Walker ^as been on trial at Orlando 
fur complicity in the murder of old man 
Jlarot at Macdonald's Station, in Jtme 
last Saturday he was acquitted on a 
rather doubtful alibi. 

An ( irhiiido wpecial to The Times- 
Union last night saya: 

The sequel to the ac(iuittal of Walker 
yesterday occurred late last night, 
when a mob went to the jail and at- 
tempted to gain access, apparently in- 
ten(ling to shoot Walker in his cell. 
All tlie afternoon excited men gathered 
on the street corners and discussed the 
verdict. After nightfall men negan 
collectinor from the neighborhood of 
the crime— generally on borseback aiul 
armed with stiotguns. A little i efore 
11 o'clock they raide-il the foundry and 
captured a numlier of sledgehammers 
and crowbars and started for the Jail, 
intending to beat a hole in the wall and 
gain access to the corridor, whence 
thev could readily shoot the prisoner. 

SheritT Anderson hurriedly gathered 
a few men and prepared to guard the 

Jail, while be sent word to Judge 
iryan to order out the militia. The 
mob came up, expecting no resistance, 
but when tney round the jail guarded 
by the militia, they ware himpmd by 
the lack of a leader. 

About 2 o'clock this morning the mob 
dispersed. The guards remained under 
arms till morning. 

The mob was composed not only of 
the best citizens on the line of the F. 
C. and P. railroad, but many good 
citizens of Orlando. They made uo at- 
tempt at concealment, and prolmbly at 
no nme did they exceed 100 men. It is 
hardly probable that Walker will be 
tried again. Everyone believes him 
guilty of murder. Even some of the 
j ury say thev onlv gave him the bene- 
fit of the douDt. No farther attempt at 
violence is aspocted. 

STEAMER AR RIVES F ROM BRAZIL. 

Tha Csptala OlvM D«talla at thm Umvnt 
Happaalaga Thmc 
New Tohx, Nov. 18.— The steamer 
Melbourne, Captain Grimes, from 

Santos and Bahia, Brazil, has just ar- 
rived at this jiort. The Melbourne left 
Santos oil ( I. t. 18. The people <«f 
Santos, which is only beginning to re- 
cover from its terrible yellow fever 
visitation, are loyal to the Pcixoto gov 
ernment, and it is most unlikely 'th<it 
Mello and his revolutionary party will 
succeed, either by means of force or 
persuasion in their efforts to induce 
influential merchants of that import- 
ant port to look with favor upon the 
insurgents' cause. 

Shortly before the Melbourne 1 ft 
Santos, two of Mello's fleet of warships 
had appeared outside the harbor, but 
no demonstration was made. Instead, 
the ships proceeded south to the Island 
of .Santo Catherine, and forcibly seized 
the plentiful provisions and other sup- 
plies warelujusod there. 

By order of President Peizoto the 
harbor and river of Santos had been 
powerfully fortified. Several large guns 
had been sent down from Rio Janeiro 
and mounted on strong positions at the 
entrance to the harbor. Business was 
tiuurishing in Santos, and the blockade 
winch Mello threatened to establish 
had apparently proven ineffectual. 

At I3ahia tranquility also prevailed 
and the residents preserve their loyalty 
to the Peixoto government. 

While the Melbourne was In the har- 
bor of Rio some time since, discharg- 
ing fresh meat and cattle from Buenos 
Ayres, Mello's forces attempted to seize 
a portion of her cargo, bat troops com- 
ing to h«r reacoe, Melld't ofllom de- 
sisted.

Fort Wayne, Nov. 1.?.— Fire broke 
oot at 1 a. m. in the theater of James 
Geary, and ia a very short time prop- 
erty to the t.monnt of from 850,000 to 

$:.'\.()<iO was -iestroyed. The fire broke 
out in the theater stage shortly after 
the people had left the house, though 
the origin of the flames is unknown, 
The building was a tinder box. and the 
fire departiD'-nt was unable to stay the 
progress of *ue flames. 

The Daily ( Jazette adjoined the thea- 
ter building on tlie west, and the Al 
dine hotel, a 4-story building on the 
east. Flames were comiiiunicHted to 
both buildings. The wind was favor- 
able for The (ia/^ette building and the 
damage done there Wi*. not be so 
heavy. Tho hotel building was an al- 
most new structure, finely furnished, 
but was not constructed as fireproof 
and the flames soon got such control 
that the firemen could do nothing but 
prevent the total destruction of sur- 
rounding property. 

The guests in the hotel escaped, but 
many very narrowly, and but few of 
their belongings were saved. The ho- 
tel was owned by D. N. Foster and his 
loss on the building will be about $35,- 
UOO. J. A. Shaplar was the landlord, 
and hia loss was $3,000, with no insur- 
ance. The Alpine printing company 
was located in the hotel building, and 
its loss is about $8,000, with much less 
insurance. The insurance covers about 
one-half the loss.
